A throng o! people were soon oo tho 


scenoof the disaster, a distance ot nearly 
two miles from New Castle. A glance 
was enough to dissipate any hope for tho 
lives of tho entombed mon. 'The force ot 
the explosion had unused a cavo-iu, and 
tho tunnel.and air courses were filled 
with the fallen rock, earth and timbers. 
Both fanhouses were wrecked, and tho 
slope and vicinity were so full of debris, 
aud the gas was so bad, that ic was hard 
and dangerous work to begin the rescue. 


Nevertheless, willing hands were soon at 


work, and five meu went down as fur as 
possible to ascertain the condition of tho 
slope, and found it such that it will re- 
quire much work to even reach the por- 
tion, occupied by tho laborers. Tl:* gas 
was so bad that after the party had gotten 
200 feet, they were compelled to recede.

The Consolidated mine shut down im- 


mediately on hearing of the disaster, and 
saut their entire force of 150 men to help 
the unfortunate ones. 
The construction 


of a temporary fauhouse was commenced 
at once, and the work of. pumping tees, 
air into-tha mine will begin as.soon a 
possible. It is hardly possible any of th 
miners are still alivu. But the starting o 
the fans will be made as soon as possible 
iu tho hope that if auy have survived they 
may be kept alive until help reaches them 


The only man who got out of the ruin 


at the time of the explosion was Edwarc 
Welch, who was near the mouth of the 
tunnel, aud was blown out. His skill 
was fractured, arm broken, face badly cu 
and burned aud all tho hair burned from 
his face. He was breathing when'found 
but expired shortly after without showin, 
consciousness.

They wis thrco luenis a day except- 
ing nt such times when Mr. "Wolf Is out of 
work, when they often content themselves 
with two. 


As a matter of necessity the Wolfs burn 


coal. They cr.od u. lire to cook their food 
and to keep warm. These winter nights 
tbo fire iniylit perhaps bo dispensed with 
were it not fur the child. 
TUo little oae 


would probably die if it had to sleep in a 
cold room very often. 
But this story has 


nothing whatever to do with this child's 
health. Thifc is purely u study la domestic 
economy. 


Mr. Morgan, after careful scheming and 


careful maneuvering, has contrived to 
maku Mr. Wolf pay more for his coal. Ho 
hod no hard toolings toward Mr. Wolf. Bo 
merely set into motion tho law of supply 
and demand. Mr. Morgan controlled tho 
supply. 


As you have read during tho week tho 


prico of ccal was raised 35 cents a to 
.Now, Mr. Wolf has never bought a ton 
coal nt one time in all his lite. He buys 
his coal by tho pail. 


Ho was Informed by his grocer the other 


day that hereafter ccal would cose hiua a 
cent moro for every pall. 


"Do you know Mr. Morgan?" a reporter 


asked Mr. Wolf. 
"I never hoard of him." 
"Ilavo you heard anything about tho 


recent coal combinof" 


"IS'ot a word. I rarely have tlmo to 


read tho newspapers." 


"What newspaper do you read?" 
Mr. Wolf smiled. You see, ho takes a 


philosophic vlow of tho situation, just like 
Mr. Morgan. 


"I read any paper that I can pick up 


where I work or on iny way home. A 
cent or 2 coots a day for a newspaper 
would make quite an Itora in our home.

"So that you save between $4 and $5 a

The Story of* 


Puritana. 


Prof. Dirf Crosby, 21. D., LL. D., 


who for thirty-two years was at tbo 
licad of Dartrnou'.li Medical College, 
belonged to tlio famous Crosby faintly 
of physicians, -which for several Rcner- 
ntions lias furnished moro distin- 
guished medical men than any other 
family in America. His father -was 
Dr. Asa Crosby, of Dai-traouth, who 
procured tho 'charter of tlio'jStr.to 
medical society, o£ which he Mras for 
thirty years a conspicuous member; 
ono brother, Dr. Josiah .Crosby, in- 
vented tho invalid bed nnd thomethocl 
of making extensions of fractured 
limbs by adhesive strips; another 
brother, Dr. Thos. B. Crosby, was 
chief surgeon in Columbian Collcso 
Hospital during tho -war, and later 
professor of animal and vegetable! 
phybiolofy at Dartmouth College; 
rrfiilo Dr. Dixi Crosby himself -was 
the inventor and discoverer of various 
important improvements in medicico 
and surgery, including a rievr and 
unique modo of reducing metacarpo- 
phalangeal dislocation, opening of ab- 
scess at hip-joint, etc., etc. 


At tho early age of twenty-four his

favor of biennial elections. Tho vote in 
favor was virtually the samo as on the ques- 
tion oJ ordering them to a third readincr.

will bo required for their adoption In tho 


Tiiu bill as passed means: That the 


governor, liuuteminc governor, executive 
councillors and state officers, as well as 
the members of tho houso and senate, wilt 
bo elected for two-year terms, commencing 
wli.h 1S33. 


Ttio committee on railroads gavo a hear- 


ing on the bill for the prohibition of bag- 
Kagi: charges on bicycles of passengers 
with no other bagaago. President Elliott 
ot tho Li-nguo of American Wheelmen 
said that 121 railroads and 11 steamboat 
compunies in this country carry tricycles 
freo of charge. He said that tho trouble 
was that the railroads had made no pro- 
vision for bicycles. 
If they did, there , 


would be a great increase in passenger 
fare*, for many of the wheelmen would 
ride on tho trains oftcner. 


Tho committee on labor also had some- 


thing new, namely, a bill to regulate tho 
hours and general treatment of hospital 
nurws, uud a bill to clip tho wines o[ tho 
chairman oS tho stuto boardof arbitration. 
Among tho other matters considered In 
c'immltteo were street improvements in 
Jamaica Plain, peddlers' licenses, decisions 
of tho gas and electric light commissions, 
separate boards of trustees for the- Lan- 
caster and Lyman schools, and 60 forth.

carbon monosulpbido, CS pure, for the 
first time, and finds that instead of being, 
us described iu the textbooks, an amor- 
phous red solid, it is really a colorless gas. 
Ho prepared it by beating drv sulphide of 
podium with chloroform, or, preferably, 
todofwm, in sealed tubes, to ISO degrees 
C.,-the gaseous products being made to 
bubble through aqueous caustic potash, 
which absorbed tho sulphureted. hydrogen, 
and 
the carbon monosulphido passed 


through unabsorbed. By acting upon car- 
bon di'sulphide with sodium, in the pres- 
ence of some aniline, tho new gas was also 
obtained. It is colorless and easily con- 
densable to a clear liquid, which evapo- 
rates rapidly and is eitremely explosive.—•
